THE writer grieves to note in the report 
of the proceedings of the Southwestern 
Kansas and Oklahoma Hardware and 
Implement Dealers’ Association the 
springing up of dissensions between organs and organ- 
izations of the trade in the east and the west. H. C. 
Taylor, the newly-elected president of the association, 
in the course of a lengthy address, said: 

“The December ist issue of the Implement Age published 
in Philadelphia comes to us with the proceedings of the No- 
vember 21st meeting of the Lancaster County, Pa., Implement 
and Vehicle Association. For peculiar and particular gall I 
commend this Keystone bantam to your consideration. I am 
informed that there are as many as fifteen or twenty of 
them and they desire the co-operation of the dealers of this 
and other associations in their efforts to obtain more satis- 
factory relations with the. harvester trust. However, after 
they had gotten themselves together at this November meet- 
ing they got up a set of resolutions, or passed a bunch that 
had been prepared for them. In these resolutions although 
they ask the co-operation of dealers, they seem to have for- 
gotten absolutely that a committee of dealers spent a lot of 
good money to go to Chicago for the purpose of securing 
more harmonious relations with the harvester trust, and yet 
these Lancaster county bantams who will get the same benefit 
from this expenditure as do the associations who put up the 
money and whose members spent the time without compen- 
sation to secure these results, were entirely ignored by these 
bantam resoluters. 

“Their crow seems so entirely ridiculous when one con- 
siders that they have contributed absolutely nothing towards 
securing the agreement with the harvester trust that I can 
think of nothing so applicable to compare them with as the 
bantam rooster whose tremulo tocsin seems to him no doubt 
as a world terrifiér. 

“But the resolutions speak for themselves, and if they 
really got them up indicate that they are long on that kind of 
talent as they are short on the kind that accomplishes re- 
sults in association work. ‘Resolutions.’ 

“You notice that they say that this marketing of the In- 
ternational product through the regular retail trade is one 
of the main objects of their association; and although the 
Implement Age has never whimpered a whimper along this 
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line they slobber over it with 32 lines of commendatory gush, 
and not a single line of appreciation to the dealers who have 
been working for more than two years to accomplish this 
result, and who went to this meeting with a grip full of cor- 
respondence and evidence bearing upon this question which 
had been laboriously gathered from nearly a thousand dealers 
in a territory covering several states. 

“Then, too, how well they appreciate the change in the 
clause accepting notes and go on to say that ‘it is a most 
satisfactory adjustment of a matter which has been the sub- 
ject of much concern and dissatisfaction to the dealers.’ If 
their organ, the Implement Age, has helped them take a 
single trick in this line they fail to mention it in their 32 
lines telling what a God in Israel it has been to them. 

“And again, they ‘regard the attitude of the Acme and 
Keystone companies of the utmost significance to the trade,’ 
but where was their mighty champion when these agreements 
were being secured from these companies? And the gall of 
their last whereas in which they ask the co-operation of the 
other associations in securing more satisfactory relations with 
the International Harvester Company. Co-operate with them! 
and they have never had a chip in the game at any time, 
either in money, time or suggestion of value in accomplish- 
ing these results. 

“Perhaps not one dealer in five hundred in the great 
western associations knew these Lancaster county resoluters 
were on earth when the bulk of this harvester work had 
been performed which resulted in the Chicago meeting at 
which these concessions from the harvester companies were 
obtained. I would suggest that they chip in and send one 
of their number out to the meeting of the Western association 
at Kansas City next month, where they will see a real as- 
sociation at work strengthening and solidifying the founda- 
tion upon which the retail dealer stands, enabling him the 
better to withstand the irregular competition from without 
and the almost as injurious competition from within. 

“And these Lancaster county fellows think we are to be 
congratulated indeed because we have this Philadelphia cham- 
pion to speak up for us when otherwise we might all be 
hushed up, whatever they mean by that. I wonder if these 
Lancaster county dealers ever heard of the Implement Trade 
Journal, or Farm Machinery, Farm Implement News, who 
have been working with, and for the dealers’ associations long 
before the Implement Age began to visit these western as- 
sociation meetings to see how it was done. 

“Now listen to this unblushing organ of those 15 or 20 
Lancaster county dealers, who might have gone to their graves 
unknown to this great implement world of the west had they 
not begun to resolute a couple of months ago. Here’s what 
this Jim Jeffries Lancaster county champion thinks of him- 
self: 

“Tt is unnecessary for the Implement Age to claim the 
credit for the harvester trust concessions as it is to claim 
the honor of having presented the handsomest and most 
creditable convention number ever issued to the trade. No 
one understands this more thoroughly than our contempo- 
raries.’ We are entirely willing to let his contemporaries take 
care of themselves on the convention number proposition, 
but when he jumps up and with the supremest gall says, ‘I 
am it, I am the mighty one before whom the great harvester 
octopus quailed and bent the concessionary knee,’ then it is 
time for the dealers’ conventions here in the west to say to 
him that they know hot air when they hear it escaping and 
they respect him for what he is and not for what he claims 
to be. 

“Perhaps I have been too hard on these eastern goslins 
whose association wings are just starting, but whose imagina- 
tion seems to have been born fully developed, but their case 
seems to demand somewhat heroic lecturing. 

“We suggest to them that it has taken money, time and 
brains to bring the dealers’ associations to their present state 
of efficiency and influence in the trade. That they had better 
buy some chips in the game with their brother dealers who 
have been working for them while they have been asleep, 
dreaming of other resolutions to write.” 


This scathing denunciation of eastern dealers and an 
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eastern paper which is working for the same ends as 
its western confreres is not conducive to the best in- 
terests of the trade. No cause prospered when rent 
by internal jealousies and disorganized by mutual back- 
biting. Let the enemies of any movement but foment 
recrimination in the ranks of the opposition and their 
battle is nearly won. 

The catalogue houses must delight to learn that the 
implement men in the Sunflower state is at loggerheads 
with his brother dealer in the Keystone state. 

Happily harmony has always marked the organiza- 
tion of the hardware fraternity. No unseemly wrang- 
ling has disgraced their convention halls. No squab- 
bling over offices has marked the sessions of their na- 
tional body. Wisconsin has not had a brick ready to 
heave at Ohio, nor has Iowa made any stilleto thrusts 
at Indiana. 

The American commercial world is coming to con- 
cede hardware men as the best organized of the re- 
tailers, and while no one can deny rare ability in the 
men at the head of its state and national bodies, we 
honestly believe its progress has been due not so much 
to phenomenal individual ability as to a perfect har- 
mony of all sectional interests and all policies. 

A rift in the lute may seem but a bagatelle, but the 
more Hercules belabored the monster Strife the more 
colossal became its proportions, and the arraignment of 
section against section could easily in a few short 
months rend into shreds the splendid commercial fab- 
ric that has been slowly building up for nearly a dec- 
ade. 

This is, we are glad to say, an editorial without an 
occasion. It is a homily on the evils of war delivered 
in a dovecote, a plea for vegetarianism preached with 
no carnivora within hearing, an urging of gazelles to 
gentleness, or sheep to eschew cannibalism, to speak 
in metaphor. A unity of interests and a dovetailing 
of individual influehces into one harmonious structure ; 
a unified trade and an unbroken front, these are what 
Americain hardwaredom present to-day, and may the 
time never come when the curse of faction, the snap- 
ping of an injured vanity or a hasty and splenetic out- 
burst will throw under her ranks any apple of discord. 








The writer was talking with a large man- 
ufacturer of several lines of kindred 
specialties, let us say llama leather, 
llama tallow, llama marrow, llama hoofs 
and llama wool just for sake of illustration. He said:

& Co. make more money than the rest of us, as we 
give in to them in the llama marrow business. Now 
we or the Brown-Smiths or Schneider up in the Cream 
City make as good a llama marrow as K. & Co. In 
fact put the four brands side by side and you can’t tell 
them apart unless you were raised on a llama marrow 
bottle, as it were. 

Now some ten years ago K. & Co. started in to ad- 
vertise the “Kantrot” llama marrow. They went in- 
to the trade papers. They went into the magazines. 
They went into the newspapers. 


Advertising. 
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They have kept it up, and the result is the American 
people have been taught that “Kantrot” is the only 
llama marrow. 

Our brand, the Milwaukee Grand, and the Brown- 
Smith brands are just as good, but the trade and the 
public don’t know them. 

“Being elbowed out of the llama marrow market by 
our competitor’s enterprise in publicity, we pushed 
llama wool, llama tallow and other products extra hard 
with good success, 

“About two years ago K. & Co., who \«re getting 
fat and saucy, started in to advertise ‘Almostbone’ 
llama hoofs, but this time we were not to be caught 
napping and started out to fight them with our “Bone- 
like’ brand. 

“They advertised. 

“We advertised. 

“Trade paper men were happy. 

“Magazine men smiled. 

“Newspaper solicitors were joyous. 

“Some people preferred ‘Almostbone.’ 

“Others swore by ‘Bonelike.’ 

“The result was that between us we scooped in the 
llama hoof business of the Brown-Smiths, who sold 
Adam probably and that systematic Schneider. 

“No one wanted their brands. 

“Next year I am going to advertise the whole shoot- 
ing match,” 

This practical view acquired at the expense of large 
sums of money is expressed in other words in the fol- 
lowing terse advertisement of the Curtis Publishing 
Co. given herewith: 


There are two kinds of manufacturers that ought to ad- 
vertise—those who have all.the business they can attend to, 
and those who have not. 

It may seem strange to preach advertising to the manu- 
facturer whose plant is running to its full capacity and who 
finds it difficult to keep up with his orders. : 

But what guarantee has such a manufacturer that this 
happy condition will continue? 

Advertising is an insurance against future disaster. Ii 
creates persistent, ever-increasing demand. The advertising 
of to-day will not only bring present orders but familiarize 
everybody with your trademark and the merits of your goods. 

Thus at the time when you need it most the impulse 
gained by past advertising will carry you safely over what 
might otherwise be a fatal situation. 

The second class—the manufacturer whose capacity is 
larger than the demand—must do one of two things: adver- 
tise his brand of goods and place himself in a position where 
the public will demand them and insist on having them or be 
content to take a place far back in the rear.

Poured Gasoline Onto a Flame 
While His Auditors Had 
Visions of a Quick Journey to 
the Beaiitiful Shore. But He 
Didn’t Make a Sale. 


The hardware men of this city have 
been investigating the workings of a 
new chemical which was displayed in 
the stores Saturday by the representa- 
tive of a southern Michigan firm. 

The chemical is in the form of a 
powder and when placed in gasoline 
or kerosene, it not only makes the 
liquids non-explosive, but will prevent 
them from giving out any odor or 
smoking up lamp chimneys in any 
way, it is claimed. The oils when 
used with the powder mixed in oil 
give out a much brighter light than 
without the chemical. 

To prove that what he said was 
the truth, the traveling man had some 
gasoline brought to him and after 
placing a small quantity of powder in 
it, he placed some of it in a lamp 
and lighted it. To the surprise of all 
the gasoline burned in the lamp just 
as kerosene would, without smoking 
or throwing off any odor, 

He also placed some of the gasoline 
thus treated in a, kerosene oil stove 
and had it burning for fully three 
hours without giving off the faintest 
odor or flaring up at all. 

He then took the remainder of the 
chemically treated gasoline which 
was left in the bottle ahd removing 
the chimney of the lamp he poured it 
over the flame. Although the gasoline 
burned as fast as poured upon the 
blaze it did not explode the lamp or 
bottle. 

The hardware men did not buy any 
of the chemical, and the traveler left 
for the north. Perhaps he will try 
one experiment too many some day 
and make a quick trip to the Sweet 
Bye and Bye.

I was talking the other day with a manufacturer 
who is very friendly with the various hardware as- 
sociations and he entered a decided protest against 
the drain on the manufacturers’ resources that adver- 
tising in various souvenirs and other advertising pro- 
grams issued by the various organizations, annually 
causes. “When the first souvenirs, programs of annual 
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meetings, or whatever you may call them, appeared, 
our firm advertised:without solicitation even, not that 
we regarded them’ as of any particular value as ad- 
vertising mediums, but out of friendliness towards the 
struggling associations and because this seemed a 
nicer way to contribute to help them along than by 
making a cash contribution. By and by along came 
the national association with its annual and the same 
plea. 

“These associations, we are glad to say, have multi- 
plied and have done well, but with a long string of 
them asking for ads and the National getting out a 
bulletin and calling for an ad every three months, the 
manufacturer who is not in a position to discriminate 
is up against.a stiff financial contribution. 

“As a remedy and a sensible one, I would suggest 
that every state association take up the Iowa idea, 
which, however it may be regarded in politics, has 
taken splendidly as regards hardware programs. This 
association solicit advertising only from Iowa manu- 
facturers and jobbers and conséquently can appeal to 
state pride as well as other motives for advertising, 
for all of us like to see a state institution prosper. 
Moreover, if manufacturers were expected to help 
out only their home association, it) would not be a’ 
serious tax at all. May the lowa idea spread.”

The oven door is balanced 
by the patent adjustable spring handle, which is at all 
times cold. Cold air is taken in and superheated 
through a special flue under the oven flue proper. It 
is jetted into the fire box through the slots in the 
lining. Either a hard or soft coal fire will keep over 
night in this range without covering. The cast-iron 
ash chute is easily taken out. The ash pan fits closely 
to the bottom rim. The ash pit door is mounted air 
tight. The bottom has a broad lip on the inner side 
and prevents the ashes from falling out when the door 
is open. The cast back flue is all in one piece and as 
it is air tight it gives a perfect draft around the oven. 
The pouch feed with register draft measures 4 inches 
in the clear. The fire box can be completely removed 
in half a minute; it has a heavy sectional lining and 
superheated air is jetted through the slots and mixed 
with the unburnt gas. The accumulation of ashes is 
prevented by an air chamber back of the lining. The 
grates are of the draw-out duplex pattern and the du- 
plex grate rest is made of gray iron and rests on 
heavy cast iron brackets. The end draft or toaster is 
made in the form of a drop door and is placed on a 
level with the fingered grate. 

All riveting is done with cone head rivets. The 
fire box extension is made in one piece and can be 
lifted out. The 8 and 9 inch key plates are inter- 
changeable with each other and the four-piece frame 
supporting these key plates is away from the fire, 
allowing for expansion and contraction. The covers 
are double rimmed. The ornamental base is made 
in four sections and is easily detached. All Grand 
Globe ranges are provided with oven thermometers 
and are trimmed by a special process of nickel finish. 

Other of the steel ranges shown in this volume are 
the Mascot Globe range, Grand Active range, Pre- 
mier Globe range, Solar Globe range, Regal Globe 
range, Mars Globe range, and the Capital Globe 
range, the latter a new medium priced range. 

The Globe steel cooks are made of planished steel. 
The body is a double wall—the exterior of planished 
steel, closely hand riveted with cold head rivets every 
two inches and interlined with asbestos millboard. 
The ovens are made in two sizes with full measure- 
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ments, 18 and 20 inches wide, 13 inches high and 20 
inches deep, respectively. The oven top is asbestos 
lined overlaid with open cast shields. The oven bot- 
tom is securely braced and the oven door is spring 
balanced, forming a convenient shelf when lowered. 
The back flue is cast iron and the end draft or toaster 
is placed on a level with the fingered grate. The 
covers are doubly rimmed and the fire box extension 
is made of one piece. The pouch feed door has check 
slide, covers and extra large opening. The fire box 
is large and well proportioned, and the heavy sec- 
tional linings are corrugated so as to hold fine ashes. 
Either hard or soft coal or wood can be burned in 
the duplex grates. The reservoirs are white enameled, 
encased in cast iron. The reservoir damper is unusu- 
ally large and strong; it is made with broad flanges 
which are closely fitted. The top plates are inter- 
changeable, as are the 8 and 9 inch key plates. A 
special nickel process finish is placed on the ash 
guards, oven door frame, handle and panel, reservoir 
ornament, tea shelf top band, etc. 

The Globe oak heaters are very popular with the 
trade. The steel body has a half-inch flange that fits 
in a depréssion in the top rim of the fire pot; the 
deflecting ring projects 134 inches up on the steel body 
and is also flanged—fitting tightly over the steel flange 
and making an absolutely air-tight joint, it is claimed. 
The nickel on the full nickel finished heaters consists 
of registers, handles, name plate, band, foot rails, swing 
top, wings, sub-base, legs, and hinge pins. 

The Globe hot blast burns slack and ali grades of 
soft coal without smoke or soot. It burns hard coal 
as satisfactorily as a base burner. 

The Globe air-tight heaters for wood only have 
steel body and base made of cast iron with high cast- 
side.

WORLD’S PRODUCTION OF IRON IN 1903. 





Messrs. James Watson & Co., Glasgow, have just 
published statistics on the production of raw iron dur- 
ing 1903, from which the following figures have been 
extracted : 

The production, which in 1901 was 39,940,000 tons, 
increased to 43,480,000 tons in 1002 and reached 45,- 
480,000 tons in 1903. The United States stands at the 
head with a production of 18,010,000 tons against 17,- 
820,000 in r902 and 15,800,000 in 1g01. Germany 
wrested the second place from Great Britain in 1903, 
its production being 20,090,000 tons against 8,400,000 
in 1902 and 7,790,000 in 1901. Great Britain occupies 
the third place with an output of 8,810,000 tons against 
8,520,000 in 1902 and 7,850,000 in 1901. The output in 
France, which in 1903 amounted to 2,830,000 tons, 
has increased by 400,421 tons as compared with 1902 
and by 427,428 tons as compared with the production 
of 1901. Belgium produced 1,300,000 tons in 1903, 
an increase of 196,301 tons over 1902 and 533,701 tons 
over 1901. Spain’s production amounted to 380,284 
tons.

When folded it is six inches long, one and three- 
eighths inches wide, and three-eighths of an inch thick, 
and weighs the same as an ordinary broad-bound rule. 
The cuts represent the rule in three positions ; first, 
as a spirit level; second, as a try-square, level and 
plumb ; third, as a clinometer, or slope level, in which 
it is represented in taking the angle or inclination of 
an inclined plane—the top of a desk, for instance. 

The steel blade folds like a knife blade into the part 
which holds it. One side of the blade is graduated, 
and the figures 5, 10, 15, 20 to 45, denote the degree 
of the angles, which are formed by opening the legs 
of the rule, the blade sliding through the groove in the 
end of the leg. 

The inner edge of the leg which holds the glass is 
also graduated to measure the angles which are formed 
by turning the blade in the leg which holds it, which 
arrangement is especially adapted to iron planers. 
These degrees show how much the right angle is re- 
duced as the blade falls from that position. 











The slotted screw, which passes through the end of 
the leg which holds the level, is used in adjusting the 
square, should it wear so as to require it. With a 
small screw driver the blade may be raised or de- 
pressed by turning the screw either way. The square 
is strong, firm and reliable, there being a heavy metal 
stop to prevent its going back too far, while it is held 
firmly in place while in use by a broad metal strap, 
through which the screw passes.

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A HANDY CAMP STOVE. 





Herewith is a cut of a camp stove, made of No. 20 
steel, 16 inches wide by 24 inches long by 12 inches 
deep, with oven 8 by 12 by 16 inches. The fire box is 
6 by 8 by 16 inches. The bottom and front of the fire 
box lining is perforated to form a grate, and the door 












































in front end of stove has a draft slide lower than the 
bottom of fire box. The ends are flanged three-fourths 
inch and set in with the flanges out, and the edges 
riveted as shown in cut. The flues are arranged the 
same as in an ordinary cook stove, and a damper just 
in front of the pipe collar closes the direct draft, caus- 
ing the heat to pass down and under the oven to the 
lower front corner, returning by the middle flue back- 
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ward and up to the pipe. The reservoir at the back 
is of No. 27 galvanized iron and holds five or six gal- 
lons. The top wire, No. 6, is turned up at the ends 
as shown, to hook up through holes in the projecting 
top flange. When the damper is closed and the heat 
circulating around the oven the water heats very well. 
Two 7-inch cooking holes are cut directly over the 
fire box. The top is reinforced by riveting a cross of 
1 by %-inch band iron on under side, as shown by 
the lines of rivets. 
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SMITH’S GRAND CREAM SEPARATOR. 





The Smith Bros. Mfg. Co., Indianapolis, Ind., are 
manufacturers of Smith’s Grand cream separator, 
shown in the accompanying il- 
lustration. The inside can is 
made of a heavy grade of char- 
coal tin. The outer vessel or 
water tank is made of “Apollo 
Best Bloom” galvanized iron and 
is coated with aluminum bronze, 
showing the flakes of galvaniz- 
ing through same. The handles 
and gauges are striped with 
gold bronze, giving the separator 
a very striking appearance. Each 
separator is crated in a separate 
crate, so that they are well pro- 
tected in shipping. 

The inner can may be re- 
moved while the water remains 
in the outer vessel or water tank. 

The combination faucet is fastened to the outer tank, 
and is not removable, therefore it cannot be damaged, 
it is claimed. There are both upper and lower gauges, 
thus showing when all the cream has raised. The con- 
caved bottom of the inner can is double-seamed, and 
has a trough stamped in the center extending from 
the back to the front, so that every particle of milk 
and cream may be drawn off. The outer vessel or 
water tank is made of heavy “Apollo Best Bloom” 
galvanized iron. The bottom is double-seamed and 
well soldered, making it impossible for leakage. The 
handles are well riveted and soldered. The cover with 
patented attachment is, when reversed, used as a 
strainer. The cone wire strainer is removable. Re- 
moving the cone strainer and placing the perforated 
tin disc in the cover allows perfect ventilation while 
the separation takes place. The inner can is well coat- 
ed with water proof paint, and will not rust. The 
water capacity of the outer vessel or water tank 
is very large, and the inner can is arranged so as to 
allow a large amount of water around and beneath 
the bottom. It is almost entirely surrounded by water. 
The inner can is easily removed for cleaning, by un- 
screwing the thumb screw, at the top of the separator.

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THE UNITED STATES PATENT SYSTEM. 


BY CHARLES D. DAVIS, OF THE WASHINGTON BAR. 


FOUNDATION OF PATENT LAWS. 


The patent laws of the United States are founded upon 
a clause in the constitution which gives Congress the power 
to promote the progress of the useful arts by securing to 
‘inventors for limited periods the exclusive monopoly to their 
inventions, this monopoly carrying with it the right to manu- 
facture, sell and to use the inventions to the exclusion of all 
other persons 


COUNTRY IS AN EXPORTER. 


The fact that this country has advanced industrially be- 
yond all others, being now an exporter to the very countries 
which have for years been considered the “workshops” of the 
world, is evidence of the utility and importance of the patent 
system, since there is no doubt but that our industrial growth 
has been largely due to the stimulus afforded by the patent 
system, its iiberal provisions encouraging invention and in- 
vestment more than the patent laws of any other country. 
Most foreign countries impose illiberal conditions to the grant 
or continuance of patents, but the laws of our country are 
extremely liberal and are therefore taken advantage of by 
even the poorest of individuals. It is this liberality in the 
patent laws that has developed the native genius of the Amer- 
ican people to a higher degree than has ever been reached by 
any people the world has known. 


OPERATION OF PATENT LAWS. 


The importance of this system of granting monopolies 
upon inventions is therefore now so great that it has become 
a matter of interest to all classes of persons to understand 
the operation of the laws relating to patents. In 1800 there 
had been but 256 patents granted, while in 1903 there had 
been granted a total of about 750,000. ~The average number 
of applications for patents filed in the Patent Office is about 
40,000 every year and this number is steadily increasing. In 
the current year it is estimated that there will be about 45,000 
applications filed and about 28,000 patents issued. This is 
far ahead of any other country in the world; in fact, it is 
practically double that of its nearest competitor. 


CONDITIONS OF GRANT. 


The conditions under which patents are granted are very 
technical. The law requires that a full detail drawing of the 
invention, shall be filed in the Patent Office, together with the 
first government fee, fifteen dollars, and an affidavit to the 
effect that the applicant is the first and original inventor of 
the device sought to be protected; that the device in ques- 
tion has not been in public use or on sale in the United States 
for more than two years; that the device shall not have been 
patented or described in any printed publication in this or any 
foreign country for more than two years prior to the filing 
of the application. There are other less important conditions 
which are of a more technical nature and rarely concern the 
applicant residing in the United States. A model is not re- 
quired by the Patent Office. 


PATENT IS OFFICIALLY EXAMINED. 


When the complete application, in proper form, has been 
filed in the Patent Office, the case is assigned to one of a 
number of official examiners, who examine the prior records 
with a view of ascertaining whether or not the invention em- 
braced in the application conflicts with some prior patent or 
invention. If the examiner finds the invention to be novel 
he allows the patent, and then upon the payment of the final 
government fee, twenty*dollars, the letters patent are issued 


under the signature of the commissioner and the seal of the ° 


Patent Office.

MECHANICAL AND DESIGN PATENTS. 


There are two kinds of patents, one being the regular 
“mechanical” patent, which is granted for purely mechanical 
devices for a uniform term of seventeen years, and the other 
being what are known as “design” patents, which are granted 
only upon ornamental devices and for variable terms of three 
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and one-half years, or seven years, or fourteen years, as the 


applicant may elect. These latter patents will be more fully 


described in a future article. 
INTERFERENCE PROCEEDINGS 


It happens frequently that the application of rival in- 
ventors meet in the Patent Office. In that case the Patent 
Office declares what is called an “interference,” which is a 
proceeding instituted for the purpose of ascertaining priority 
of invention. This proceeding is carried on exactly as a case 
in court, in that the parties to the contest are given oppor- 
tunities for taking evidence to prove priority. When a!l the 
evidence is taken and printed the Patent Office decides the 
question of priority and awards the patent. to the first in- 
ventor, unless the evidence lack of dili-

gence, in which case the more diligent 
awarded the patent. 


No mere excuse that the ap- 
plicant was delayed by the press of other business, or was 
perfecting other inventions, will prevail in a priority contest. 
It has been held in some decisions in priority contests that 
in case the inventor is too poor to carry on experiments and 
make the patent application, any efforts he may make to raise 
money will be considered in his favor. 


PERSONS WHO CAN OBTAIN PATENTS. 


Any person, whether citizen or alien, who is in possession 
of any new and useful art or process, manufacture, machine, 
composition of matter, or any improvement thereof, may obtain 
letters patent. The inventor must make the application in his 
own name, and where two or more persons are the inventors 
the application should be made in their joint names. Should 
the inventor be dead the application may be made by his 
executor or administrator. In case it is desired that the patent 
issue in whole or in part in the name of another the inventor 
may execute an assignment to that effect. 


CAVEATS. 


The Jaw provides for filing what is called a caveat. It 
is for the purpose of protecting an incomplete or imperfect 
invention while the inventor is experimenting and testing the 
invention. The duration of a caveat is one year and its cost 
is ten dollars. It quay be renewed from year to year as long 
as desired by the ‘payment of ten dollars each year A de- 
scription and a drawing of the invention, as far as it has 
been developed, is required to be filed in the Patent Office 
with the fee. 


PRESENT LAW IS OF LITTLE VALUE. 


It is now well understood that the present caveat law is of 
little value, and the patent commission appointed by President 
McKinley about three years ago recommended to Congress 
that the caveat law be abolished. It simply entitles the ca- 
veator to notification from the Patent Office in case of another 
person filing another application for patent for the same in- 
vention, and gives him three months in which to file his appli- 
cation for the completed device. When he filed his applica- 
tion for patent the caveator will be in almost precisely the 
same position as to the question of priority as though he had 
never filed his caveat, and it is for this reason that the caveat 
law is of practically no utility in preserving an inventor’s 
priority. 

REISSUES. 


The law provides for reissuing of defective and inopera- 
tive patents, but under recent decisions of the Supreme Court 
of the United States it is almost impossible to have patents 
that are narrow and limited in scope broadened by means of 
reissuc. The government ‘fee for reissues is thirty dellars, 
but a reissue does not prolong the life of the monopoly, all 
reissue patents expiring at the same time as the oirginal pat- 
ent would have expired. Extensions of patents are not pro- 
vided for in the law and the only way to obtain an exten- 
sion is by act of Congress. There have been but few exten- 
sions granted by Congress and it not considered practically 
impossible to obtain congressional extension in view of the 
liberality of the law regarding the term of the original patent.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 
In defiance of precedent, the iron markets in general 
suffering trom the December dullness, which 
accompanies the holiday season and the in-

Plates and structural materials have been compara- 
tively quiet for the last ten days, but a large tonnage 
has already heen placed and a great deal more will be 
forthcoming after the holidays. At a meeting of the 
plate association held Wednesday an advance of $2 
a ton was made on widths from 14 inches to 24 inches. 
This increase in prices has stimulated buying, and the 
mills in the West will have all they can attend to 
during the next few months. 

The steel rail market was the cynosure of all eyes 
during the past week. Prices on this product were 
reaffirmed two weeks ago at $28 a ton, the rate which 
has prevailed since 1902. Since this confirmation rail- 
roads have bought heavily not only of rails, spikes, 
bolts, splices, ete., but of cars, bridges and other equip- 
ment. This is regarded by wiseacres as the healthiest 
sign of the times and is having a decidedly bullish 
effect all kindred markets. Railroads are ordi- 
narily the largest consumers, but for the past eighteen 
months have bought hardly anything. The inaction 
on the part of railroads during this period is considered 
by many to have been the primary cause for the inor- 


in 


dinate depression which iron and steel have been suf- 
fering. 

Harmonious co-operation and good feeling, the nor- 
mal concomitant of prosperity, prevails between man- 
ufacturers in all lines. Pools and independents are 
selling at the same prices in every market and not 
the slightest tendency towards shading has been mani- 
fested. This feeling is cited by the bulls as an evi- 
dence of the material soundness of present prices. 

There is little change in the coke situation, but in- 
dications continue to point to a shortage rather than 
a surplus throughout the winter months. Certain it 
is, with the number of additional furnaces now going 
into blast, that there will not be, at best, more than 
enough coke to go around. The question of an in- 
creased output in the ‘Connellsville district depends 
entirely upon the weather and a relief from the con- 
tinued drought. 


PIG IRON. 


At the meeting of the newly formed Eastern Pig 
Iron Association this week, it developed that prac- 
tically all the furnaces represented had their product 
sold ahead from three to four months and had little 
or no stocks on hand. This is apparently typical of 
the furnace situation throughout the country. The 


demand for spot iron seems to be growing, and only 
a few furnaces are in position to make prompt sales 
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or anticipate shipments on old orders. The total ton- 
nage placed during the week under review was rather 
light, but such inaction is entirely seasonable and 
cannot be considered as ominously significant. Such 
orders as were placed were for immediate delivery and 
no large contracts were booked. Producers seem to 
be as stiff as ever in their ideas of prices. They seem > 
to be afraid of over-selling rather than losing orders. 
A few buyers, apparently trying to force the situation, 
are now beginning to talk about purchases for the sec- 
ond half of 1905, but are finding difficulty in getting 
producers to make quotations. 

The coke situation is becoming daily more serious. 
The drought in the Connellsville regions is unprece- 
dented, and the railroads are compelled to haul water 
long distances by train for use in their own locomo- 
tives and shops. 
more marked, and even the few coke operators for- 
tunate enough to have a good water supply cannot get 
their product shipped. With the possibility of a con- 
tinued fuel shortage confronting them, ,furnacemen 
find it impossible to predict what pig iron will cost to 
manufacture after the first of the year, and the few 
producers that have an apparent surplus to sell are 
reluctant to quote ahead. 


The car shortage is also becoming 


Northern irons were subjected to another advance 
during the week. Foundry No. 2 is quoted at not 
less than $17. At this price, Northern interests are 
getting all of the small amount of new business now 
on foot, as Southern irons are quoted at $17.15—an 
advance of 15c over their Northern competitors. How- 
ever, it is not expected that any new buying streak 
will develop until after the:new year is well started. 

Reports from foundrymen are being awaited anx- 
iously, as from these sources may be determined to 
some extent the real strength of the situation. So 
far as can be judged, foundrymen seem to be getting 
slightly better prices than three months ago, but no 
great premiums are asked or received. The demand 
for castings is only fairly strong and the prospects 
for a very heavy demand in the future are not very 
bright. An average demand at good prices fairly 
represents the consumers’ attitude. 


OLD MATERIAL. 


Heavy falls of snow all over the country buried 
great quantities of Scrap during the last week, ren- 
dering them unavailable for sale until next spring. 
This fact, coupled with the pig iron advances, brought 
about by the heavy buying of the United States Steel 
Corporation, has served to strengthen a weak market. 
Present symptoms seem to indicate that present prices 
will be maintained for a time at least. Prices de- 
clined during the latter part of last week only to re- 
hound Monday and Tuesday to the present status. 
Railroads sold heavily, getting very favorable terms.
